The seventh game of the 
world men's chess title encoun- 
ter got under way with a 
variant of the Queen gambit, 
which opened all the odd 
games lo far. 

Until the l^lb move Karpov 
(Black) repealed the debut of 
the fifth game, but then offered 
an unexpected pawn sacrifice, 
which the challenger rejected, 
end the game drifted Into a 
standard mlddfe-of-lhe-game 
yariant. 

! The challenger tried to attack 
knd block the Black'a two ao-eal- 


led hanging pawns In the centre 
of the hoard, which might cause 
much damage If they maintained 
their forward momentum, 
Mutual manoeuvring led to one 
of the pawns being oxchangud, 
and the White occupied a vertical 
In the hoard's middle while the 
Black doubled its rooks on the 
Queen flank. 

The chBllengei Ihon look a 
long time figuring out an attack 
on the King, but Karpov played 
accurately wheu things came to 
a head. 

Korchnoi offered a draw 
through the roforee, and the 
champion agreed alter some con- 
sideration on the 31sl move.' Ha 
still leads, 3~1. 

The eighth game has been 
put off. Tire world champion has 
taken his first time out. 


EIGHT SUCCESSIVE WINS FOR CAC 


' The Central Army Club have 
^ot off to a llyiug start in the

SIgniflcanlly, Izhstal, which has 
been promoted to the top divl* 
slon for tba second time, and 
Krlstall (tholr third time there) 
reject to be push-overs. In 

their latest two games Krlstall 
prevailed over the Riga and Le- 
nlngrarf teams, scoring six goals 
against . each, while Izhstal 

downed Sokol, 3—0. The tatter 
made a fairly good start in the 
championship amassing live 
points from lour games, but 
then lost four games in a row.

Udmurtia, a young aui-mom- 
ous republic In Ihe central pari 
of the country. Is one oi the 
most rapidly developing Soviet 
Oil centres, with new deposits 
continuously coining into opera- 
tion, A fresh addition Is the 
Gremlkhln deposit 40 kilometres 
north of Izhevsk, the capital of 
the republic. Because nf the high 
viscosity and specific gravity of 
the oil 111 this deposit, it cannot 
be extracted using ordinary 
techniques. A new extraction 
method, Involving the pumping 
of sleam Inlo the oll-hcaring 
layer has helped boost output by 
20-25 per cotit. 

In the current flve-year period 
no less than five new Holds are 
due to come into operation In 
Udmurtia, Increasing annual pro- 
duction to 9,000,000 tonnes.

Problems of commercial use of 
sailing ships ate being dis- 
cussed more fiequently In the 
world.

fenlou ol Love". Out they have been enough 
to earn him the repolalion ol being one ol Ihe 
most Intcrealing and important Ilguree lo the 
world of Soviet fllm direction. 

Averbakh's Hlnu aro noted tor their exlrome 
sovorily ol Iona. Bven In hb youth, o complox 
llba language, on unrealralned and wild play ol 
Images were foreign la him. His ttlniB, nioally In 


the realistic genre, are characterized by their ex* 
qulalle taste, modealy and severity, deriving from 
cinematic art at Ha best and from a dear (which 
la not to say almpllfledl) conception, Averbakb't 
movies have the inme Intelligent and delicate 
Intonaltons as a Chekhov play. Yet each one of 
these tranquil and "qulel” ftinia has caused a 
groat amount of excttemenl, biller argument and 
has really got people thinking. 

Four out of Ihe flve tUms Averbakh has made 
are eboul Hie contemporary inlelllgenlsla, about 
who exactly has the right to consider hlmaolt as 
belonging to the tnteUlgonlila, about the reapon* 
ilblllty of ihe Inlclllgenlala, and the moral prob* 
lems of the day. The probleme which torment 
the heroes ol Averbakh's fllme-^a doctor, teacher, 
JouTnallst and scientist— belong lo that category 
of "elornal" queallone which, since time immemo* 
rial, have lormciiled tbo Inlelllgeulsla of all ages 
and countries. Questions which, sooner or latei, 
every person has lo answer tor hlmaelt con* 
corning: the InvIolabilUy of Ihe epirllual Impera* 
live; ovqry men's right to know the truth: the 
nature of compromise and of the rellesea and 
the abtitty to act; of what ts meant by thn torma* 
lion of Ihe peraonollly, of life, of conscience..,. 

In accordance with ihe legacy fell by Stani- 
slavsky, the founder ol directorial reallin, Aver- 
bakh "dies" In tats actors. Hla pictures ere le* 
markable for (ha detailed nuaneea of their psy* 
chological score, for virtuoso performances from 
Innolunty Smoklunovaky, Yelena Solovel, Marl* 
nt Neyolova, Mlkhatl Gluisky, Margarita Tere- 
khova, Irina Kupchenko, Svetlana Smirnova, Yuri 
fiogaiyryov. Tlie leading Soviet adors are eager 
lo play In Avorbakh'a movies, and many have 
given some of their host pciformances under hla 
direcllon, 

Averbakh Is a film dlreclor who demands a lot 
of himself. This fa why he has mode so few 
films, why there la not one weak or mediocre 
work among thorn, and why, Hnally, we ere now 
awaiting, as wa always do, his next picture with 
InleresI and Impatience.
